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CHINA AND THE 
TORREON INCIDENT. 


Instances of racial antagonism, 
in which Chinese subjects have 
been the victims of unprovoked 
attack, have occurred within the 
past few months in various places 
and in circumstances which at frst 
sight offer no apparent connexion 





between one such incident and 
another. The circumstances of the 
shipping strike at Home have 






ined the 
section of British seamen aj 
their Chinese competitors. British 
shipowners have spol a8 those 
who know, of the diligence, dis- 
cipline and ability of the Chinese 
quali which, they 
maintain, frequently result in a 
preference in his favour quite apart 
from the question of expense. But 
the excesses committed by an 
excited mob at Curdiff differ im- 
measurably in degree, if not in 
kind, from the wholesale maxsacre. 
at Torreon, which disgraced at the 
outeet the inauguration of a new 

jime in Mexico and has now 
drawn from China a dignified and 
apparently just le protest. The 
Chinese Minister to Washington, 
H. B. Chang Yin-tang, instructed 
by the Government to investigate 
the circumstances and to present 
a demand for reparation to the new 
Government of Mexico, appointed 
as his representatives Messrs Ow- 
yang King and Arthur Bassett. 
Representations made to the 
Mexican Charge d’Affuirs in Peking 
resulted in an apology and a 
promise of compensation, if such 
should appear equitable. Mr.Bassett, 
accompanied by Sefior Ramos 
Pedruezs, the representative of 
President de la Barra, visited 
Torreon at tho earliest possible 
opportunity, und the result of his 
investigations, now issued in the 
form of a report, affords strong 
evidence in support of the view that 
the massacro was an unprovoked 
attack upon a, peacefal and defence- 
less community. A naval demons- 
tration in the Gulf of Mexico by the 
cruiser Haichi, on its way home 
from a peaceful pilgrimage to the 
Coronation review, may read like a 
meaningless display of an attitude 
that China is, for practical purposes, 
powerless to adopt. But it is 
preferable to regard it as a very 






























moderate reflexion of the active 
steps that any great naval Power 
would lony ago have taken under 
similar conditions of provocation. 
The elucidation of the circum. 
stances in which the massacre 
occurred appears to have been not 
unattended with difficulty. Reluc- 
tance to give evidence in such 
case may be easily understood in « 
country in which the position of the 
powers that be is itself precarious 
and their metbods dictated by 
instincts of self-preservation. On 
May 13, it bas been established, the 
city of Torreon was held by a 
federal force of 600 men under 
General Lojero, wbo maintained a 
heroic defence until the morning of 
the 15th, when, finding that their 
ammunition was almost exhausted, 
they suddenly ovacuated the city, 
which was promptly entered by the 
revolutionary troops. The whole 
weight of evidence is against the 
theory that any opposition was then 
offered. The statement that General 
Lojero supplied the Chinese with 
arms and ammunition has been at 
thoritatively denied. It must rather 
be assumed that the massacre was 
cansed by the anti-Chinese move- 
mont set on foot a year before by 
certain agitators who induced an 
ignorant and prejudiced section of 
the population to start a demon- 
stration, in which, however, no lives 
were lost. These agitators subse- 
ently stirred up anti-Chinese 
feeling by pointing out that the 
Chinese, although doing a thriving 
business, did not spend their money 
in the country but sent it away to 
China, and that they did work 
which i 


























wore evidently entertained by the 
officials of the Chinese Merchants’ 
and Labourers’ Society, who advis- 
ed the members, by circular, to 
offer no resistance aven if their 
shops were looted. There is thus 
good reason for thinking that the 
massacre was bronght aboat, not by 
resistance on the part of the 
Chinese, but by the knowledge that 
thero would be no resistance. 
Oftthe indiscriminate natare of 
the assault there can be no doubt. 
Three hundred and three Chinese 
aro stated to have been killed, and 
their bodies ransacked for’ the 
money which they were alleged to 
have hidden in their shoes. Even 
those who, under the care of for- 
cigners, eventually obtained official 
protection, were robbed of all that 
they had by the Maderist soldiers. 
For the work of its undisciplined 
patriots the new Government must 
be held responsible and tho moral 
support of the Powers will be with 














China in ber demand for generous 
compensation. That that Govern- 





ment should be discredited at this ~ 
early stage in its careor is only in 
keeping with the traditions of 
Mexico, although perhaps the fact 
will be moted by those who were 
ever ready to condemn the firm, if 
heavy hand: of the old Dictator- 
President. The present outrage may 
be compared, to some extent, to the 
incident of the Russian fleet firing 
upon the Hull fishing boats in 
1904, when compensation was paid 

to the tune of £65,000. Great as 
was the indiguation aroused in Eog- 
land at the time, in calmer moments 
people admitted that for that attack 
some excuse could be made. For 
the Torreon incident, it would 
appear, no excuse can beheld valid. 
And it must be remembered that 
what was the fate of the Chineso 
at Torreon in May, might con- 
bly be that of the natior 
any otber Power in March, or 
whenever the next revolution in 
Mexico should give occasion for a 
similar outburst of savagery. In 
this instance the virtues of the 
cl residents, rather than any 
vices, appear to have brought upon 
them a terrible fate. It is a sorry 
record for those who profess the 
inauguration of a new Mexico and 
will lose them the sympathy of the 
outside world. And while no 
Pecuniary compensation is gdequate 
where innocent lives have bec 
destroyed, China will have a claim 
to general sympathy in  prossing 
her demand.

60,000 men. They are well armed 
and provisioned and the main body 
occupies a strongly fortified position. 

It is reported that the Tarks are 
being constantly reinforced from 
the interior. It is stated that the 
Italians have abandoned their 
advanced trenches, the reason 
assigned for this being the stonch 
from dead bodies and the con- 
tamination of the water supply.

The child born in 
America, even if born only a few 
months after urrival of the parents, 
has the head form of the one that 
is Amerizan born.

THE HUPEH 
REVOLT. -

After long protracted silence Peking 
speaks again with new confidence 
announcing conspicuous successes : 
and while we may hesitate to accept 
Imperial reports at face value, there 
is sufficient confirmation feom in- 
dependent sources to show that a 
bard engagement was fought on 
Friday and Saturday and that the 
rebels were beaten back. To those 
who know the locality it is a 
mystery why the latter should have 
troubled themselves to occupy 
Kilometre Ten, which is certainly 
no posture for defence. It is 
important to note, however, that: 
the Imperialist troops have proved 
their wilfingness to fight, and, for 
once, have apparently been bold to 
follow up a success. More signifi- 
cant still is the inference which it 
would seem legitimate to draw, that 
the Government is now in funds. 
‘The silence and inaction of the past 
ton days are explicable on many 

not least, perhaps, by the 
negotiations with Yuan Shib-kai. 
But first and foremost the most 
pressing need has been for money ; 
and although the whole story of 

Joan as told to-day is open 
to some doubt—indeed for the sake 
of future peace we sincerely trust 
that it is untrae—the whole tone 
of Imperial utterances may suggest 
renewed confidence born of the 
replenishing of the sinews of war. 
‘Two things, then, may happen. If 
on the one hand the Imperialists can 
win a decisive victory at Wachung, 
the best judges are agreed that the 
revolt in other centres must 
collapse ; and in the ordinary course 
of human events, the crashing by 
force of the troops that did rebel 
against constituted authority i 
necessity of the Imperial position, 
whatever meed of clemency may be 
vouchsafed to those who were only 
“ coerced ” into joinning the revolu- 
tion. On the other hand, it can 
hardly be questioned that Yuan 
Shih-kai’s mission is quite as mach 
that of mediator as of commander- 
ja-chief. It will be noted-that his 




















lieutenants are Chinese, that every 
recent official appointment has 
been given to a Chinese and that in 
‘one case, the Provincial Treasurer- 
of Shantung, a Manchu was 
actually dispossessed in favour of a 
Chinese. Everything indeed that 
may conciliate the nation, down to 
the really shameless cashiering of 
Sheng Kung-pao, has been done, 
except that it might have been done 
sooner. The present idea, appar- 
ently, of the Manchus is to govern 
through the Chinese. That would 
certainly have satisfied the aspira- 
tions of the constitutional party « 
month ago. To-day the success of 
the expedient is more doubtful, but 
not hopeless provided that both 
parties will use moderation and good 
faith. 


NATIONAL 

: INSURANCE. 

Oct. 30. 

Sivce Mr. Lloyd George in- 
troduced his National Insurance Bill 
to the House of Commons nearly 
five months ago, the ground has to 
some extent been cleared for what 
is undoubtedly one of the most 
complicated and far-reaching pro- 
posals of modern times. It is this 
essential magnitude of the scheme, 
or even of that one portion which 
deals with sickness, that is res- 
ponsible for the very general demand 
for ample time for its discussion. 
The urgency of somo such provision 
as is proposed for dealing with 
temporary invalidity and the 
desirability of making a start with 
a national campaign for the 
prevention or cure of tuberculosis 
has been admitted from the ontset 
by all_ political parties. It is the 
feeling, engendered by the course 
of debate and of newspaper com- 
ment, that the effects of the Bill, as 
it stands, aro but half understood, 
‘even by the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer himself, that is at the 
bottom of the opposition which has 
steadily grown in intensity during 
¢ Committee stage. The op- 
ponents of the measure deprecate 
the avowed intention of the 














Chancellor to hurry through the 
discussion in Parliament and to 
force the Bill upon the country 
before the end of the present year. 
They maintain, as Lord St. Aldwyo 
has pointed oat, that there is not 
enough individual effort in the 
country, and too much general 
benevolence in the House of Com- 
mons; and that a Bill which 
provides for the expenditure of so 
many millions of the nation’s 
money should be so carefully and 
deliberately framed as to reduce 
to a minimum the possibility of the 
inclusion of those who have n0/real, 
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claim upon the Stato in this respect, 
and the exclasion of those who 
may reasopably expect national 
assistance. 

Mr. Lloyd George has, by his 
own account, looked to Germany 
for the foundations of his scheme ; 
his own Bill is so vastly greater in 
extent than its German model that 
the State is to provide, “for the 
whole provision against sickness, 
disablement and old age,” fully 
eighteen millions as compared with 
two and a half millions in Ger- 
many. That arrangement appears, 
from a lotter written by Mr. 
Grorge to the Liberal candidate for 
Middleton, to be a cause of sutis- 
faction. Yet it nificant that, 
even with this provision, which in 
the opiaion of many critics will 
prove inadequate, the Chancellor 
has refused moderate and reasonable 
amendments on the ground of 
expense, With the primary object 
of reducing the cost of collection 
of workmen's contributions, tho 
Chancellor bas arranged for such 
collection to be carried out through 
the medium of the friendly societies, 
which, after miintaining for a time 
most strenuous opposition, have 
apparently been induced to afford 
a gradging consent to the scheme. 
Bat in distribution if not in 
collection of funds, their movements 
are tobe checked by a host of 
salaried Insurance Commissioners 














and minor officials, whom the State, 
in other words tho ratopayer, will 
snpport. It can hardly bo wondered 
at that the societies, who have dono 
so much for the working classes in 
the past, see ia the Bill at once the 
thankless renunciation and the 
inevitable limitation of their phil- 
anthropbic efforts. The voluatary 
hospitals are in an even worse 
plight. Only those familiar with 
their working know the support 
they receive from those who can 
least afford to give. That source 
of revenue, both from workmen and 
from employers, we may be sure, 
will be diminished, if not ontirely 
cut off. But the work of 
the Lospitals must still go on. 
Serious cases, which cannot 
be treated at home, must still go to 
the hospitals, apon which the flaan- 
cial burden, in great part if not 
wholy, will still remain. Doctors, 
again, have a very reasonable grie- 
vance, intthat, by tho Bill, the 
wholly status of a large section of 
the profession is to be changed. 
Regulations of Insurance Commis- 
sioners, enforced by local health 
committers, ard finally dependent 
upon political inflasoces in the 
House of Commons, will be sub- 
stituted for the uawritten rales of 
professional etiquette with doubtfal 
benefitsto.all concerned; for of fow 
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professions can it be said that the 
labourer is more worthy of his hire. 
These are the classes which, with 
good reason. may assert thut a 
heavy blow has been dealt at their 
efficiency by the Bill. It remains 
seen how far it may prove 
effective in the case of those whom 
it is primarily designed to benefit. 
Threo classes of persons are to 
pay for benefits which are, in 
t least, to be fined to 
y one is sgreed 
that there is a certain class of per- 
sons who must insure themselves 
under compulsion if they are to in- 
sure at all, and only Mr. George 
Lansbury and a few others of 
similar persnasion have argned that 
the State should contribute any 
larger share of the cost than has 
been assigned to it. But while the 
working man contributes 4d. a 
week, and the State 2d, the em- 
ployer is to pay 3d. Being, in all 
‘a rate-payer as well, he 
share of the 2d some- 
thing considerable, and te working- 
man who is often wounded by the 
bullet aimed at capital will probably, 
in the long rno, unconsciously pay 
some of it himself. If he is healthy, 
and employed in a healthy occap- 
on, be pays for those who are 
unhealthy or employed in unhealthy 
occupation. If he falls ill at the 
age of sixty-five or later in life, this 
Bill does nothing for him. A more 
moderate insurance scheme at an 
earlier date and on a broader basis 
as regards unemployment might 
have rendered the old-age pensions 
scheme unnecessary. On the other 
hand, there seems to be considerable 
ecope for malingering, especially in 
respect of the provision that no per- 
son receiving a salary of more than 
£150 per annum sball be eligible 
for relief. In one respect the 
working-man is benefited, again at 
the expense of the capitalist, by the 
clause prohibiting the eviction of a 
tenant by a Inndiord during a period 
not exceeding twelve months in 
which the tenant is in receipt of 
sick pay. The conversion of tene- 
ment bi into free hospitals in- 
volved in this provision is at the 
best undesirable and at the worst 
might be extremely dangerous to 
the community. Into the provis- 
ions with regard to women, by 
which an unmarried working wo- 
man contributes and then, on mar- 
riage, loses both her previous con- 
tributions and all benefit accruing 
from them; into the half measures 
which characterize the provision 
for maternity cases; into the ill- 
digested scheme for sanatoria, 
expensive and inadequate as doctors 
have pronounced it to be, and into 
the whole part of the Bill which 
deals with unemployment we have 
































not space to enter here. But, in any 
case, it would sorve little purpose 
to discuss the «letails of a Bill which, 
in Clause 57, gives the Insurance 
Commissioners specific power “ to 
modify the provisions of this Act.” 
Mr. George hs followed a good 
maxim “ Fly high and you will not 
fall low.” But with regard to the 
outcome of the present attempt to 
acbicve*a great ideal, the more the 
Bill is examined in detail, the more 
will many people profer to remain 
hopeful rather than sanguine. 





THE NEW FAMINE 


RELIEF. - 
Oct. 31. 

‘As already announced, a mass 
meeting in the Town Hall has been 
called for this afternoon in con- 
nexion with the work of the Central 
China Famine Relief Committee, 
and it is earnestly to be hoped that 
the meeting will be fully attended. 
Frankly it must be admitted that 
the moment is not auspicious for 
appeals on behalf of the famine 
district. For that very reason 
there is the greater urgency that 
something effective should be done. 
Revolutions wax and wane. The 
certainty of the famine grows daily 
more menacing ; and with it the 
prospect of disorders and lawless- 
ness. The actual state of affairs in 
the famine district is fairly depicted 
in Mr. C. D. Jameson's report, 
appeuring to-day on another page, 
to which we draw special attention. 
Since first the Yangtze began to 
rise, there has been sufficient time 
to take stock of the demands of the 
case. The result has heen that 
some of the first reports have bad 
to be discounted. But with all due 
‘allowance for the somewhat natural 
exaggeration of early accounts, 
there remains a residuum of solid 
misery certainly as creat as was 
known in the year 1907, probably 
greator in view of the fact that 
there has since been only one really 
good crop, namely in 1908. Ac- 
cording to the information collected 
by the Committee, the number of 
those who will be dependent during 
the coming winter upon charity,— 
or it might more accurately be said 
outside assistance, as charity implies 
mere donation, which is no part of 
the Committes’s scheme,—is two 
and three-quarter millions. Of 
these, roughly speaking, one and 
a quarter millions are found in 
North Kiangsu, another million in 
Central and North Anhui, about 
700,000 in Kiangsi and the re- 
mainder in Central Kiangsu, 
Hnupeh, Hunao and Shantung. 
These figures take no account of 
floods in the South, some of which 

















will be followed by famine, but over 
restricted areas. 

Unfortunately for the Committee’s 
undertaking, the cause of famine 
relief bas unquestionably been dis- 
credited in the eyes of the general 
public. Complaint is made that 
the relief qdministered is purely 
eleemosynary, that no work was 
demanded in return, that recipients 
were demoralized and that the 
countryside was left no better off, 
as regards protection against floods, 
than before. Worse still is the 
common belief that at least a large 
percentage of the money went into 
pockets for which it was never 
meant, a belief that was naturally 
augmented by the very regrettable 
decision of the old ‘Commnitwee to 
hush up suck cases of peculation 
as they were called upon to investi- 
gate. It is necessary to state the 
case thus plainly in order to accen- 
tate the contrast between past and 
present methods. Apart from the 
constitution of the new Committee, 
which bas been carefully framed so 
as to secure absolute Chinese co- 
operation at every step, certain guid- 
ing principles have been laid down 
and will be followed rigorously. 
OE theso the first is that relief shall 
only be administered in return for 
work done. Exceptions there must 
be, among those incapable of work, 
but those exceptions will be kept 
down to the strict minimum. To 
attempt any large scheme of con- 
sorvancy would obviously be beyond 
the utmost means that the Com- 
mittee can hope to command. 
Mr. Jameson's report, how: 
clearly shows, there is ‘much that 
can be done for the permanent 
benefit of certain restricted areas, 
particularly in the Hwai River 
valley. Whatever is there under- 
taken will be carried ont in such 
wise as to fit in with any larger 
scheme of conservancy ultimately 
to be put in band. Each district 
will be in charge of a local inter- 
national committee ratified by the 
Central Committee, and an elaborate 
system of checks has been devised 
to prevent unauthorized expenditure 
and still more unauthorized mis- 
propriations, Finally, the Com- 
mittee will direct its attention 
specially to the prevention of 
cornering of grain by wealthy 
members of the gentry, who are 
believed to have made large sums 
of money by this means in Wahu 
and North Kiangsa during the 
past year. These operations are 
illegal. The Committee will make 
it their business to see that the law 
is respected.

To pretend that China ix even 
approximately ready for self- 
government on the western lines 
that have stimulated the revolu- 
tionary leaders, is an absurd and 
dangerous fallacy: and the best 
wish that can be offered for the 
future peace of China is that the 
present upheaval may give place to 
a wise and moderate autocracy, 
practically, if not theoretically, res- 
tricted to the men who have shown 
that they understand the art of 
ruling. ‘The great centre of in- 
terest at the present time is obvions 
ly Yuan Shih-kai. He returns to 
power with authority infinitely 
greater than anything that he 
enjoyed in the last reign and with 
infinitely heavier responsibilities. 
It remains to be seen what manner 
of men will be found to share the 
task, and whether Young China 
will forbear to emulate the excesses

lagers, the taking down from dusty 
resting places of old-worlil weapons, 
the re-furbishing of rusty arms, and 
the many other preparations which 
a loyal and contented people woald 
deem a religious duty in defence 
We 
neither see nor hear of any of these 
in China just now. The natives 
who not actively engaged in 
revolution are either loyally or dis- 
loyally inert. This applies more 
or less to the whole population 
| and unofficial. Of the 
there are doubtless man: 
to whom, as Mr. Ku has said, 
loyalty isa religion. But even of 
theso there are many who have 
been losers by the results of 
modern administration, some even 
who can remember the pre-Cus- 
toms’ days, and all their lucrative 
opportanities in provincial service. 
Many more shared in the income 
from likin of which so much has 
gone of late years to the I.M.C. 
and therefore to Peking. Still 
more have watched the tendency 
towards centralization in all im- 
portant matters, in military, naval, 
educational, and even industrial 
and commercial affairs, in all of 
which Peking stands to profit at 
the expense of provincial officials. 
Then the climax came, the Shéng 
proposal for nationalization of 
railways, the one source left from 
which it seemed that income might 
be derived as set-off to the many. 
losses. Possibly, now that Shéng 
has gone, and with him, perhaps, 
his policy, there may be seen some- 
thing like activity in loyal official 
ranks. 

If we tum to the literati, 
and especially to that immense 
section of it which is unemployed, 
we need little insight to discover 
causes of discontent. There 
millions of village and of 
teachers, for example, who have 
found themselves scorned and 
shelved, and why’ Because Pe- 
king bas decreed that barbarian 
knowledge, despised and contemned 
from all eternity in native eyes, is 
to be preferred to the time-honour- 
ed, nay, long-worshipped lore of 
the sages. With feelings outraged 
and pockets emptied, with con- 
tumely in front and the bangry 
wolf at the door, not even from 
religious loyalty can we expect 
more than inertness. It may right- 
fally be urged here that Peking is 
not to blame for this, that the 
changes which have come were in- 
evitable, and that many natives re- 







































ments to convince a hungry man 
that he is being starved for the 
good of his country, of a graduate 
in the classics that he is being 
rightly displuced by a whipper- 
snapper trained in some barbarian 
tongue. Besides the teaching 
fraternity, thero are many disap- 
pointed place-hunters equally 
contented with the turn in Fortane’s 
wheel which has brought them loss 
in place of gain.

Nor is there any greater sign of 
active loyalty amongst the people 
at large.

The revolution 
which has really been in existence 
for several years, till now peace- 
folly and without shedding of 
blood, could not fail to be 
the cause of widespread heart- 
burning and discontent. We do 
but note the consequences. A 
glowering brow never yot betokened 
a cheerful giver oither of money, 
effort, or life.

Sonservatism hallowed by age-long 


custom and inborn conviction is not 
to be up-rooted in a day. The 
younger half of a people may be 
progressively inclined, may even 
look on change as a delightful 
innovation, but it is the elder half 
which, in China especially, counts 
in time of trouble, and itis amongst 
this elder half that we find inertness, 
loyal and disloyal. ‘They loathe 
innovation, they bate inversions,

called on to fight for such iconoclasm 
would be # proposition too absurd 
to contemplate for a moment.

Let 
them go farther and ape the 
barbarian’s manners and custome as 
they taken to bis books. What 
has come of it? Railroads are

CHAPEI WATER 
AND ELECTRICITY, 


NEW WORKS OPENED. 
Yesterday the Ohapei Water and 
Electricity works on the Markbam road 
Extension were formally opened. Corer- 
ing an area of some twenty mow along- 
side the Soochow creek, next to the 
chiet depot of the Shangbai-Navking 
railway, the works are a model io design 
and construction, Bailding began in 

June 1910, and regal 
water and electricity wi 
on Angust 1 last, It is a tribute to 
the valae of modern scientific and eng- 
ineering kill that the Soochow creek is 
being made to yield «supply of pare 
water, ‘The cource of intake has been 
dredged for a length of 300ft., and to 
a depth of fifteen feet at low wat 
The water is firat conveyed to» settling 
tank, (boilt by the Shangbsi Dock and 
Engineering Co.), and after the first 
purifying prooesss, it gravitates to the 
filter beds, There are three beds con- 
strnoted with brick and cement, each 
ninety feet by a boodred and twenty,

The filtered water next enters the clean 
water tank—eighty feet by on 
and sixteen feet deep, built 
forced concrete, and having « flat roo! 
supported by twelve pillar 

‘The principle featares of the mach- 
inery are the two horizontal doable 
acting steam planger pamps, direct 
driven, each capable of supplying 
1,000,000 gallons of water io twenty 
four hours. They were built by Mecsrs, 
Borsig, at Lerlin. ‘The three vertical 
tabular boilers, each baring 60 aq. 
metres heating surface, were installed by 
the Petry—Dereux company, of Han- 
over. A water tower is being oon- 
stracted with steel on reinforced concrete 
foundations on the North Honan Rosd 
Extension, It will be 110 feet bigh, and

Already abont 80 fire bydrante bave 
been distributed over the supply area.

The 
total cost of the works has been 
$489,000.

Peking, Oct. 30. 

The following Imperial Edict has 
been issued 

“T have reigned for three years 
and have always acted ‘con- 
scientionsly, in the interests of the 
people. But I have not employed 
men properly, not having political 
skill. I have employed too 
many nobles in political positions, 
an act which has contraven- 
ed constitutionslism. On railway 
matters some one whom I trusted 
fooled me. Thus public opinion 
was opposed to this policy. 

















OFFICIAL CORRUPTION. 
“WhenI rarge reform, officials and 
entry seize the opportunity to 

eabersie When « old ae arc 
abolished high officials serve their 
own ends. Much of the people's 
money has been taken, but nothing 
to benefit the people has been 
achieved. On several occasions 
edicts have promulgated laws, but 
none have been obeyed. The peo- 
ple are grambling, yet I do not 
know of it.

Telegrams received from Reuter 
yesterday contain the following in- 
formation : 

Telegrams from Hankow (ap- 
parently of October 31) state that 
fighting is still proceeding. The 
insurgents attacked strongly and 
stayed the advance of the Imperial 
troops towards Hanyang, althoagh 
in doing so they lost three more 
field guns. The rebels continue to 
offer determined resistance along 
the line dividing the foreign settle- 
ments from the native city. 

The doctors of the Red Cross 
Society state that at a moderate 
estimate one thousand rebels have 
been killed and three thousand 
wounded, while the loss of the Im- 
perialists is six hundred killed and 
there have been six bundred casual- 
ties. 

THE MOVEMENT IN OANTON. 

Telegrams from Canton state that 
the Dragon flag bas been removed 
from all Government buildings and 
various Imperial takens have been 
abandoned. There are signs of the 
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virtual independence of the 
although connexion with the 1 
volutionaries is disclaimed. 

The Dragon Flag was subse- 
qneutly rehoisted and it is stated 
that business has been resumed. 

‘The Imperial gunboats were 
cleared for action.
